Charles Ulysses Gordon will retire from 
his present office of Postmaster for the City 
of Chicago on April 1. It is practically cer- 
tain that Frederick E. Coyne, now the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for this district, 
will be named in his place. Mr, Coyne is in 
Washington, and the information from there 
is that Senators Mason and Cullom will wait 
on the President today and present Mr. 
Coyne’s name as their recommendation for 
the expected vacancy. 


In these matters the choice of the Senators 


generally governs and their selection will 
carry the more weight in this case, as it is un- 
derstood that it is satisfactory to Charles G. 
Diwes, Controller of the Currency, who has 
been recognized as, President McKinley's ad- 
viser so far as Illinois appointments are con- 
cerned. Furthermore, Mr. Gordon is report- 
ed to have recommended that Mr. Coyne be 
Mr. Coyne has been men- 
tioned as a possible candidate for the Re- 
publican Mayoralty nomination this spring, 
but this, it is supposed, will take him out of 
the field. 

The other important candidate for the ap- 
pointment, in the expectation that the Post- 
maStership would soon be vacant, was John 
M. Hubbard, the Assistant Postmaster. W. 
G. Edens, also connected with the Postoffice, 
had also been a candidate, but had no show 
of success.

Gentlemen of the jury, I want to tell*you 
the truth about this case, Hall began. 
These two young men never seen me before 
in their lives. One seen meat the station; one 
seen me the following morning in the court. 


Not one of them identified me. I never seen 


that man, and the man’ that got this man’s 
money—I ain't seen him, have not spoke to 
him in eight. years. You must remember 
there are other people besides me in Chicago. 
So this man lost his money, $45—and fur- 
thermore, I want to say one thing. The 
ain't a policeman in Chicago who can say 
was there, even.the policeman in the State's 
Attorney's office. Even the State's Attorney's 
office knows it, and you know, too (turning 
to Mr. Olson). „ ' 
“IT only know the sworn testimony,” Mr. 
And, further, Mr. Otto never seen me be- 
fore—neither one of them—in their life. This 
ease lays in you gentlemen's hands. My 
word is as good as yours (turning to Mr. 
Olson). That is all I can say to you, gentle- 
men.. 
The closing address of Mr. Olson was a 
brief appeal to the jury for the conviction of 
Hall in the interests of the community upon 
which he had preyed so many years. The 


fact that a settlement was‘effected with the 


witness Otto in the justice court proceed- 
ings, Mr. Olson said, did not in any way af- 
fect a charge made by the grand jury. . 


Charged by Judge Holdom. 
Oral instructions were given by Judge Hol- 
dom, under an agreement by Hall and the 
State’s Attorney. In the course of his re- 
marks to the jury Ju Holdom made the 
following reference to the compromise feat- 
ure of the case: | 

The law of this State Is, that no citizen 
san compromise or settle a crime with the 
perpetrator of it, or with anybody for him. 
The theory of the law is that the commission 
of a crime is not so much an offense against 
the party who happens to be particularly 
injured, but it is the breakijig of the law 
which is made by the representatives of the 
people, and therefore it is a crime against 


‘the people in the aggregate, of which there 


can bé no compromise. erefore, it will not 
be proper for you to take tnto consideration 
whether or not the defendant made restitu- 
tion, or attempted to buy himself off from 
punishment which would follow on the com- 
mittal of this crime, if from the evidence 
you find that he is proven to be guilty, beyond 
a reasonable doubt, of the commission of the 
q@wime charged.“ 
Colleran Talks of Hall. 

According to Captain Colleran, chief of the 
Detective bureau, Hall has not followed any 
recognized and lawful business since 1880, 
when he worked in the Stewart millinery 
store, then located in Michigan avenue, near 
Adams street. During the administration of 
Mayor Swift he held a political appointment 
as Sidewalk Inspector a few months. 

He has been arrested times without num, 
ver,“ said Captain Colleran, ' but the most 
punishment he has received heretofore was 
a fine of $100 for vagrancy in 1804. In 1887 he 
was fined $10 for the assault he made on me 
when I tried to arrest him and his partner, 
Martin J. Coleman, on the Randolph street 
viaduct and was nearly killed by being 
thrown over the railing. Hall was the leader 
of the old Hatch House gang.“)

Forty-Mile Wind Piles Drifts Every- 
where and Fills Up Spaces Between 
Banks Already Lining the Street Car 
Tracks—Railroads Suffer Serious

All the cross-town lines on the North, 
South, and West Sides were seriously de- 
layed, and in some instances stopped en- 
tirely at times: Gangs of men were sent out 
by the Chicago City raflway company and 
the Chicago Union Traction company at 
frequent intervals to dig out some car which 
had become stuck in a drift. Those lines 
near the business section of the city did 
not fare so badly, but no attempt was made 
to run on schedule time. Two and three 
cars would pass in a bunch and there would 
de no more for a half hour.

and sweeper owned by both companies were | 


pressed into service and all the men apply- 
ing at the barns were employed and sent out 


The Evanéston-4lectric line was in trouble 
all the evening. Tune strong wind off the 
lake drove the snow into the drifts left on 


each side of the track, and in places it was 


found impossible for the plow to cut through. 
Men were dispatched to such places and 
directed to keep the track clear. | 
The cable ines were able to make fair time, 
but the trains were usually preceded by a

Railroad Trains Seriously Delayed. 
Railroad men felt the effects of the storm 
perhaps more than any others in the city, 
It was the same on all the roads, trains 
being late from ten minutes to two hours, 
The storm appeared general, and roads 
penetrating one section did not suffer any 
more than those running in opposite direc- 
tions. Along the lake the storm was the most 
disagreeable because of the velocity of the 
wind, but the lake roads ran their trains 
as nearly on time as those going directly 
away from the water.‘ Not all the trouble 
was experienced outside the city. Engineers 
of several roads found difficulty in bringing 
their trains to the stations without greater 
delay after they had entered the city limits 
behind time. Por 
The Chicago and Northwestern trains on 
the Wisconsin division were from thirty to 
fifty minutes late in arriving and departing, 
The storm seemed heaviest, however, on the 
Mitwaukee division. On the Galena division 
the Colorado special arrived two hours late 
after a disagreeable trip. re 
‘The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul of- 
ficials reported their trains nearly on time, 
Iitinots Central trains all were twenty min- 
utes late. Michigan Central trains left the 
Lake-Front Station on time, but the incom: 
ing trains were all from ten to fifteen minutes 
late. On the Santa Fe the train due at the 
Dearborn street station at 9 o'clock came in 
at 10:45 o’clock, Burlington trains were 
from thirty minutes to one hour late. Rock 
Island officials reported trains leaving on 
time and arriving fifteen minutes late.

YALE AND ARPIST AT WAR 


PRESIDENT HADLEY DENOUN 


William Ordway Partridge Declared 
to Have Begun the Werk with No 
Authority from the University Re- 
fusal of the Gift Suggested as a Pos- 


sibility—Subsqription Said to Inter- 


tere with Other’ Demands from 


Former students.

New York, Feb, §—{Special.]—The friends | 
of William Ordway Partridge, the sculptor, 


are going to take issue openly with Presi- 
dent Arthur T. Hadley of Yale University. 
They think Hadley has been unkind and un- 
fair to Mr. Partridge in dealing with the 
matter ot the proposed statue of Nathan 
Hale at Yale, and are particularly incensed 
that the Yale authorities should have issued 
this statement from New Haven today: 
Graduates and friends of Yale are warned 
against appeal now being circulated from 
150 Nassau street, New York, in behalf of a 
statue of Nathan Hale, to be presented to the 
university. Insofar as this purports to have 
the sanction of the university, it is unauthor- 
ized; insofar as it ela to represent 
Y, it is misleading.“ 


Circulars Sent to Alumni. 

The circulars which have been issued 
from 150 Nassau street have been signed 
by Peter Flint of the Yale class of 1880, a 
lawyer. On the door of Mr. Flint’s office 
is inscribed with gold letters, Office of 
Nathan Hale Statue Fund.” Mr. Flint says 
that he and his friends have not entered 
upon the matter of the Nathan Hale statue 
lightly, that they mean to fight any 
interference on thé part of President Had- 
ley or of the Secretary of the corporation 
the Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes, st —— 
their wrath seems to Rave been particularly 
stirred. 
The Nathan Hale statue was suggested at 
Yale for the first time four or five years ago. 


Soon after this came the additional sugges-

Hadley Opposes Subscriptions.

At the Brooklyn Alumni association meet- 
ing last week the resolutions were rescinded. 
Deny the Right to Interfere. 
The position of the friends of Mr. Partridge 
was thus stated today: 
We don’t think that the President and his 
Secretary have any right to interfere with us 
when we are arranging for a gift to the uni- 
versity. They have no right to accuse us of 
misrepresentation in sending out our circu-

GREW IS SAVED 
NATHAN HALESTATUS. | STEAMER TAKES SEVEN MEN OFF

Captain of the James S. Whitney Sights 
‘Two-Masted Berg Which Turns Out 
f to Be Schooner Clayola — Finds Sea- 
men Hovering in Hole Chopped Out 
Fin Axes—Were Fifty Hours With- 
out Food During Hurricane on the 
sound, 
New York, Feb. 8—[Special.]—Captain 
John Hallett of the Metropolitan line steam- 
ship James 8. Whitney, which arrived today 
from Boston by way of the sound, observed 
at sunrise today, when his ship was off Guil- 
ford, Conn., what he surmised was a two- 
peaked iceberg. When he got closer to the 
crystalline apparition he saw there were men 
aboard, and that they were feebly trying to 
signal for help. They were up to their arm- 
pits in a hole, which they had hewn with 
axes for shelter. 
There was not a vestige of spar or sail vis- 
ible. Forward there was a mound of glim- 


mering ice, fifteen feet high. Amidships the 


waves played across a deck concealed under 
tons of ice plating, and aft there was a little 
hill of ice. 
ne Whitney stopped within a ship‘s length 
of the wreck, and Chief Officer L. W. Crowell 
and a boat's crew launched a lifeboat. Cap- 
tain Hallett hailed the men, and found that 
the two-peaked berg was originally the 
hty-nine-foot, two-masted schooner Clay- 
ola, Captain Albert M. Willis, master, bound 
from St. John, N. B., for this port with a car- 
go of laths. nt 


Lifeboat Takes Off Man. , 
All hands except the skipper, mate, and 
cook were helpless. The lifeboat went 
sg the wreck and took off Captain 

illis, Mate Johnson, the cook, and Seamen 
Charles Monahan, Philip Derouch, Michael. 
2 and Robert Douct, all of Canada. 

e feet of all the seamen were frozen. The 
8 were so weak they were unable to climb 
the sea ladder of the Whitney without as- 
sistance. The tongue of the skipper was 
swollen so he was barely able to talk. 


| Story of the Voyage. 
The Clayola sailed from St. John on Jan. 
. It encountered heavy weather, lost and 
split sails, and put into a Maine port for 
repairs. It sailed again on Jan. 28, and en- 
tered the sound on Monday. Strong head 
winds forced it to anchor southwest of Faulk- 
er Island on Tuesday. Captain Willis 
thought one mudhook was enough to hold 
him until the northwester’ began singing a 
hurricane tune. Then he put out his other 
bower. The schooner was deeply laden with 
reg under hatches and on deck, and the 
seas made a plaything of it, tearing off the 
Hatches, which were without tarpaulins, and 
flooding the hold. 

Within a few hours after the blast was at 
its height everything below deck, including 
the forecastle and cabin, was afloat and 
freezing. The fires in two stoves in the cabin 
were put out, The men, led by their skipper, 
cut out one of the ‘frozen-in stoves and 
Brought it on deck, Meanwhile the schooner 
began to drag, pounding a good deal, andthe 
foremast went by the board. A big wave 
washed the stove into the sound. : 

‘On Wednesday night, to keep the schooner 
from dragging further, the shrouds of the 
mainmast were cut and the stick toppled and 
went over the side. The men kept a clear 
space on the deck, with bare boards under 
them, by using axes. They huddled in their 
ice pit, which gradually grew in height, and 
sheltered themselves from the gale. | 


| Fifty Hours Without Food. 
For fifty Hours Captam and crew had 
nothing to eat or drink, all their provisions 
having been frozen fast below deck. Some 
yf them tried to quench their thirst by suck- 
ng the salty ice. The skipper gave orders 
no one should be allowed to sleep, fearing 
that he might be frozen to death. Far out 
in the sound, without masts and with no 
means of signaling, all hands had practically 
abandoned hope when the Whitney hove 
in sight. 
The Whitney docked in the afternoon, and 
the four frozen seamen were taken on 
stretchers to the Hudson Street Hospital, 
whence they were transferred to Bellevue. 
It was said there tonight that it might be 
necessary to amputate the feet of some of 
the patients. Captain Willis and his mate 
were only slightly frost bitten.

It is possible there will be such ownership or 
control as to secure perfect and permanent har- 
‘mony in the larger lines of industry. It is not 
intended, however, to obtain control of any linc 
of business or to create any monopoly or trust 
or in any way antagonize any principle or policy 
of the law. | ae 
The method to be adopted in acquiring proper 
‘ties will not permit any minority stock interest 
‘to interfere if such stockholder were so disposed, 
‘which is not probable, as his pecuniary interest 
will influence him otherwise. He will be fully 
protected in any event. 

The success of the enterprise will result in 
great benefit to the investor th securities, the 
consumers, and the workingmen or employés. 
Little if any new cash will be required, and there- 
fore the present financial condition will not be 
disturbed. This statement is made solely on my 
own responsibility. 
New Developments in Deal, 


The new developments in connection with 
the negotiations were that Mr. Carnegie is to 
tve $1,500 for each $1,000 share of his 
np art making a total of $130,000,000, that 
minority holders who desire to sell will re- 
ceive the same terms as those given to Mr. 
Carnegie, and that the promoters contem- 


plate the formation of a new corporation, 


whose bonds will play a large part in the 
price to be paid Mr. Carnegie. It is hinted 
that interesting developments may occur at 
he annual meeting of that corporation on 

eb. 19. It apf not. unlikely that the 
Pennsylvania Steel company may be in- 
cluded in the *‘ comniunity of ownership 
plans, a theory that gains some color from 
the report that Pennsylvania railroad cap- 
interest in the 
financing of the current deal. oe 

If the minority holders are to be looked 
after by Mr. Morgan’s syndicate the finan- 
elering will involve the equivalent of $240,- 
000,000. 
he general outlines of the plan contem- 
plate either the issue of bonds or a system 
of notes guaranteed by the bonds of the con- 
stituent companies. It was proposed during 
the negotiations today that a plan of pay- 
ment might be agreed upon whereby Mr. 
Carnegie should receive a certain amount of 
cash and the balance in notes of the under- 
writing syndicate, coming due at specified 
dates, so that the transaction could be spread 
over a considerable period of time, thus over- 
coming the objection of a possible stringency 
in the money market.

Financiers’ Views of Statement. 

Some interesting inferences were drawn 
from Judge Gary’s statement after the finan- 
clers had thoroughly digested it. e first 
and perhaps the most important one was that 
no gigantic corporation will be formed for 
the purpose of taking over the Carnegie prop- 
erties and the other three great billet-making 
properties, the Federal Steel company, the

In 
this way Judge Gary’s “ perfect and perma- 
nent harmony could be secured, it is said, 
without literally creating any monopoly or 
trust or in any way antagonizing any princi- 
ple or policy of the law. At the same time, 
the raw material fron and steel business 
could be as effectually controlled by Mr. Mor- 
gan and his friends as if there were a great 
corporation controlling all the companies 
mentioned. ;

Itis estimated that 
the losses will exceed 6,000,000 rubles. 

Nine charred corpses have bén recovered. 
One hundred and sixty persons were injured | 
by burning, forty-one of them severely, and 
six have succumbed to their injpries. Many 
victims are still under the ruins, and the 
search is proceeding. It is not known how 
many of the spectators perished, but a hun- 
dred persons are still missing. 55

THE SUBSIDY GRABBERS’ TRICK. - 

The ship subsidy bill introduced in De- 
cember, 1898, contained a provision that 
subsidies should be granted to foreign-built 
ships under-construction for American citi- 
zens or corporations where copies of the 
contract were filed with the Secretary of 
the Treasury prior to Feb. 1, 1899. This 
bill, offered at the short session of the last 
Congress, did not pass. Probably nobody 
seriously expected that it would pass. Nev- 
ertheless, so as to be on the safe side, the 
President of the International Navigation 
company, prior to the date mentioned, hand- 
ed to the Treasury officials copies of con-

tracts for the construction of four foreign- | 


built vessels. The same thing was done 
by a few other persons. There was no 
law requiring or huthorizing these officials 
to receive formally such documents and 
make them a part of the files of the depart- 
ment. They appear, however, to have 
done 80, 
The ship subsidy bill which was intro- 
duced in the present Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1899, contained no provision about filing 
contracts with the Sécretary of the Treas- 
ury. .It contemplated the granting of sub- 
sidies to all foreign-built ships owned. by 
Americans which, were contracted for prior 
to Jan. 1, 1900. This covered the vessels 
the contracts ‘for which had been filed with 
the Secretary of the Treasury in February, 
1899, and should have been satisfactory to 
the persona concerned. 
Evidently it for the amendments 
to the bill, reported last year by the Com- 
mittee on Commerce of the Senate, confine 
subsidies to such foreign-built ships as were 
engaged’ in business on Feb. 1, 1899, and 
to ships then under construction where 
copies of the contracts had been filed, on or 
before that date, with the Secrétary of 
the Treasury. These changes in the bill 
must have been inspired by the men who 
were smart enough to file contracts two 


years ago. They wished to increase their 


share of the $9,000,000-per annum to be 
given for subsidy purposes by freezing out 


other American owners’ of foreign-built 


ships acquired or contracted for subsequent 

The Committee on Commerce was hood- 
winked by these subsidy grabkers who had 
in mind their own interests and not the 


marine. It is not strange that when these 
facts were brought out in the Senate night 
before last, ten Republicans Senators, the 
majority of them from the States of the 
middle West, broke away from their col- 
leagues. They, with Senator Allison at 
their head, practically served notice upon 
the s rters of the ship subsidy bill that 
they no longer consider it a party measure. 

Nor is it. It is manifestly a tainted meas- 
ure for the special benefit of certain rapa- 
cious corporations which are scheming to 
secure the lion’s share of the subsidies 
it is proposed to vote ostensibly to pro- 
mote the commerce and increase the foreign 
trade of the United States.”

tions or hatchets. Having spread from 
saloons to drug stores, the engrossing ques- 
tion now is, in what other directions this 
hysteria will spread before its force is spent 
and women return to their normal selves. 

Epidemics of this sort are apt te spread 
rapidly and to break out in quarters where 
they are least expected. If the hatchet 
is to be the remedy for the saloon and the 
drug store, may it not yet become the remedy 
for the cigar store? If whisky bottles, pill 
boxes, and cigarets produce hysteria, may

After a bitter and determined struggle, 
which has lasted gor more than a year and 
the cost of which cannot be even estimated 
in dollars and cents, there seems at last 
to be a good prospect that for the next two 
yegrs the building contractors and the 
workmen employed by them will work to- 
gether in peace and harmony. The agree- 
ment concerning the carpenters reached on 
Thursday by the committees representing 
both the employers and the employés must 
be Tatified by the various unions before it 
becomes effective, but there seems to be 
little doubt that such action will be taken. 
That done, the greatest and most protracted 
strike of its kind in the history of the city 
will be at an end. As a result it is certain 
that this year will be the most active in 
the building trades since 1892.

AMERICAN GROWN TEA. 
Shortly after James Wilson became Secre- 
taty of Agriculture he became convinced 
that tea culture in the: Southern States 
could be made a profitable industry. He 
now believes his theory has been demon- 
strated by the results obtained at the ex- 
periment station in the Pinehurst Gardens 
in South Carolina. The tea raised there 
in 1899 sold for over $3,500, some of it 
bringing $1 a pound. The American product 
is said to be superior to any of the imported 
black teas: Last year the yield was 12 
per cent greater than in 1899 and was sold 
in bulk at a price that netted a handsome 
profit. The experiments of the last three 
years seem to prove;that a good grade of 
American tea can be grown at a cost not 
exceeding 15 cents a pound and that it 
ean be sold in bulk at from 30 to 50 cents 
a pound. As the yield averages 400 pounds 
to the acre the profit on this basis would 

be from 100 to 175 per cent. 
Secretary Wilson is now preparing’ to 
use $5,000 appropriated by Congress by 
sending out a large number of tea plants 
to the agricultural colleges in the gulf 
He believes it will soon be demon- 
strated that tea can be raised with profit 
all over the South, possibly including States 
as far north as ‘Tennessee and Missouri, and 
that in time the United States will cease 
importing tea and will become an exporter 
of that article. Already one or two com- 
panies with large capital have been or- 

ganized to establish tea plantations. | 
The experiment is interesting and com-

96,384,696 pounds of tea in 1900, and the 
quantity would have been somewhat larger 
but for the duty of 10 cents a pound.

GOOD ROADS LEGISLATION. 
Two years ago the Illinois Legislature re- 
fused to pass a good roads law. It did so 
because the farmers did not want one, al- 
though it was proposed that one-halt of the 
cost should be covered by the proceeds of 
State taxes, of which the cities and towns 
pay the greater part. But since 1899 many 
Illinois farmers have changed their views 
concerning this subject. They no longer 
believe that good roads are impossible in 
Illinois, or that even With State aid their 
construction will cost the farmers too much. 
So there is a prospect of the enactment of 
a good roads law by thig-General Assembly. 
The amount of State aid which it is pro- 
posed shall be given is the annual proceeds 
of a one-riill tax, which will produce nearly 
a million dollars. The majority of the

When con- 
structed the roads will be able to ship prod- 
uce regularly and not intermittently, as 
they do now.

. ASILY the most startling and sensa- 
tional of recent publications is the 
monumental work entitled The City 
Record,“ the subtitle reading Offi- 
cials and Employés of the Depart- 

ments, Bureaus, and Offices of the City of 

New York and of the Counties Therein Con- 

talned, of which a limited edition has just 

been privately printed. Although published 
anonymously it is reported that the man 
chiefly responsible for its contents is a dis- 
tinguished citizen of New York City who is 


now temporarily sojourning in England for 


his health. cae 
Even in mere bulk this latest contribution 
to sensational literature is impressive. It 
contains no less than 400 pages, each of which 
measures 16 by 12 inches. It weighs between 
three and a half and four pounds and repre- 
sents an annual expenditure of more t! 
$40,000,000 for its production. 
It is greatly to be feared that literary edi- 
tors will not give it the attention which it 
deserves. It is the most profound and scien- 
tific contribution to the science of municipal 
government ever put into print and should 
prove an inspiration to thousands of ambi- 
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tious public men all over the country. In this 
single volume is contained the results of all 
the work of nearly 50,000 men and women who 
are devoting their lives to the management 
of New York City. The student of sociology 
or politics who neglects it can hardly be ex- 
cused. 
The volume under discussion differs from 
the other text books on the subject in that 
there is nothing theoretical about it. From 
cover to cover it is nothing if not intensely 
practical. It never for an instant loses 
sight of the payroll as the object of all palit - 
ical effort. No essay on the government of 
our large cities ever printed was so much

used in order to give an official appearance to 
the work, appears first in capital letters the 
name of Robert A. Van Wyck, who is clagsi- 
fied as a Mayor,” and who draws a salary 
of $15,000 a year; That Mr. Van Wyck’'s du- 
ties are onerous is shown by the fact that he 
is obliged to employ a secretary, a confiden- 
tial secretary, a couple of clerks, the same 
number of confidential clerks, a stenographer, 
a confidential stenographer, a messenger, and 
a confidential messenger, at a total yearly 
cost of $19,000 in addition to his own salary. 

That the law department of the city is well 
looked after may be judged by the fact that 
John Whalen, thé Corporation Counsel, draws 


- $15,000 a year and that he has the advice of 


no less than thirty-four assistant counsels, 
whose salaries gange from $10,000 to $1,000, 
averaging more than $5,Q00 each. In addition 
there are enough chief clerks, law clerks, 
stenographers, confidential attendants, and 
typewriters to fill nearly a page of Mr. Cro- 
ker’s masterpiece. Nor does this include the 
Corporation Counsels who are assigned to 
duty to the Borough of Brooklyn and to the 
five or six bureaus which seem to demand es- 
pecial attention, Altogether it takes two 
pages to do justice to Mr, Croker’s law de- 
partment. 

In the department of municipal legislation 
Hinky Dink and the Bathhouse have the 
financial advantage of their New York con- 
temporaries, at least so far as it appears on 
the surface. Only the members of the Coun- 
cil, which is the upper house of Mr. Croker’s 
legislative assembly, draw as much salary 
as Mr. Burke's Aldermen. New York Alder- 
men, composing, the lower house, get only 


$1,000 each, so far as is shown by the official | 
brochure. The Eastern aggregation of states- 


men, however, has been able to get nearly 
fifty assistants on the payroll as attachés of 
the Council and Board of Aldermen, so that 
in this direction Chicago still has something 
to learn. | 
In the chapter devoted to the police force 
the talented author has outdone himself. It 
appears that there are on the payroll of this 
department no less than 7,000 names. Begin- 
ning with Chief Devery, who draws $6,000 a 
year, there are five assistant chiefs who are 
paid at the rate of $5,000 each, and ten inspec- 
tors at $3,500 each. Altogether the chapter 
devoted to the police occupies 68. pages and 
makes it clear that Mr. Croker pays out an 
average of $35,000 a day in order that vice and 
crime of all kinds may be prevented from 
bothering the peaceful citizens of Manhattan. 
How well he succeeds any man who has ever 
visited the Tendérloin district after nightfall 
will cheerfully testify. Altogether this chap- 
ter is one of the most important in the book, 
as it accounts for the expenditure of more 
than $12,000,000 annually. It is a matter for 
regret that because of lack of space and other 
causes the authors do not deal exhaustively 
or otherwise with the charges of corruption 
and blackmail which have so often been made 
against the police of the metropolis. There is 
said to be a prospect that at some future time 
a work on this subject may be given to the 
world under the editorship of. Dr. Parkhurst 
or some other authority who has made a spe- 
cial study of this branch of the question. 

In the matter of highway and other inspec- 
tors it would seem that Mr. Croker can give 
pointers to even Mr. Burke's justly celebrated 
inspection bureau.

It is demonstrated by this publication that 
the present system of municipal government 
in New York is extremely flexible and easily 
able to accommodate itself to changing cir- 
cumstances. Thus within the last six months, 
which happen to include the last Presidential 
campaign, the number of names on the pay-. 
roll had been inereased from 338,000 to 45,000, 
more than 12,000 new people having been add- 
ed during that time. It is also to be noted 
that Mr. Croker is a liberal and progressive 
employer and is quick to appreciate and re- 
ward good work. During the last year he has 
increased the salaries of city employés to an 
amount aggregating $647,000 a year. 
employés, whose work must have been par- 
ticularly fine, have had their salaries prac- 
tically doubled. 

But any attempt to do justice to this stu- 
pendous volume in a brief review must be idle. 
It represents too much hard work and careful 
investigation to be disposed of so easily.
